LiNDLEV Murray. — It is not generally known 
that ihis 'prince ol EnglLsh grammarians was 
ail American, and born within the present limits^ 
of liBbanon county. He was born in the year 
lf45, on the Swatara, in Kast Hanover lown- 
s lip, then Lancaster, now / ebanon county. 

His father was a miller, and followed that oc- 
cupation when Lindley was born, but after- 
wards devoted hisatiention to mercantile pur- 
nnits, and amassed a considerable fortune by tra- 
ding to the West Indies. Lindley was the eld- 
est of twelve children, and when about snveu 
years of age, was sent to Philadelphia, that he 
might have the benefit of a better education 
than could he had at Swatara. 

Me studied law in Now York, and at the age 
of twenty-two was called to the bar, where he 
gained for himself the reputation of an 'honest 
lawyer.' His 'Grammar of the English Lan- 
guage' was composed in England, in 1794, and 
published in the spring of 1795, many millions 
of copies of which have been sold. 
He resided in England forty-years, most of 
which time he was an invalid. He composed 
many works besides his (Grammar. H< died in 
18*20, in a village in Yorkshire, beini; upw ards 
of eighty years of age. He is represented as a 
christian and philanthropist. He left le^'acies to 
a number ol relatives and friends, and sums of 
money to many religious societifs. 

He also directed that the residue of his prop- 
erty , after the decease of his wile, (a New York 
lady, his beloved and atTectionate Hannah, who 
had been his companion for moae than sixty 
years,) should be devoted to pious and benevo- 
lent uses. He was a Quaker, and interred in 
the burying i;round of that sect, in the city of 
York far frvm friend and father-land. — Lebanon 
Adterliser,

The younger sons ol 
iliikes and marquises, the younger sons of vit- 
counts, earls and barons, and their eldest sons, 
wiUt tjie eJunst nous of baronets, and of knights 
of all orders, are regarded in England as esquires 
by birth, tliough thrir precedence, which differs 
widely, IS icgulated by the ranks of their respec- 
tive tiae^tlotB. 

Officers of the Queen's court and household, 
her army aud iiavy, down to coptuins inclusive, 
(lectors of law, barristers, and physicians, are 
reputed esquires. A justice of the peace is ouly 
an esquire during tlie term uf his office; but a 
shoritT of the county holds the title for life.
